TO  THE  MEMBERS  OF  THE  STOCKTON 
RURAL  DISTRICT  COUNCIL. 


Gentlemen, 

There  have  been  many  improvements  made  in  your  district 
during  the  year  1905,  in  drainage,  disposal  of  sewage,  and  in  street 
making.  The  whole  district  has  been  kept  clean  and  sanitary. 
The  death  rate  of  the  population  resident  in  the  district  has  been 
very  low  this  only  being  12  5  but  a  large  number  of  deaths  23  have 
occurred  in  Public  Institutions  outside  the  district  in  persons 
belonging  to  this  district  which  brings  the  annual  death  rate  to  13*8. 
There  have  been  a  large  number  of  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  and 
Diphtheria  during  the  year.  The  cases  were  spread  all  over  the 
district  and  no  sanitary  defect  was  noticed  to  have  any  bearing  on 
the  outbreaks.  The  number  of  deaths  from  Infectious  Disease  in 
proportion  to  the  number  of  cases  is  very  small.  The  water  supply 
in  those  villages  supplied  by  pumps  has  been  satisfactory  and 
sufficient  but  in  those  districts  supplied  by  the  Tees  Valley  Water 
Board  the  water  analysis  in  September  was  not  found  to  be  good 
and  was  reported.  Mr.  Wilson,  the  Water  Board  Manager  attributed 
the  impurities  to  the  service  pipe  being  too  near  the  dead  end  of 
the  mains.  'Phis  might  account  for  the  bad  state  in  the  sample 
taken  at  Middlefield  and  Wynyard  but  could  not  account  for  the 
general  water  supply  in  the  district  being  such  as  should  not  be 
distributed  to  the  public  as  a  water  supply.  The  Water  Board 
must  have  taken  some  steps  to  improve  the  water  for  the  later 
samples  I  have  taken  have  been  much  more  satisfactory. 


The  number  of  deaths  registered  in  the  district  during  the 
year  was  227  giving  a  death  rate  of  12*5-  In  1904  the  number 
of  deaths  was  251  with  a  death  rate  of  143.  There  were  23  deaths 
in  Public  Institutions  outside  the  district  making  the  death  rate  as 
a  whole  13*8  while  in  1904  those  deaths  outside  of  district  were 
only  9.  The  death  rate  for  the  County  of  Durham  in  1905  was 
17*4.  I  look  upon  the  district  death  rate  as  extremely  low  and  it 
will  compare  favourably  with  any  district  in  the  County  even  in  the 
districts  most  favourably  situated.  The  population  in  this  district 
is  both  of  a  Rural  and  Urban  character  while  the  latter  largely 
predominates,  the  Urban  part  of  the  population  is  mostly  in  villages 
near  the  river  where  the  land  is  marshy  and  the  atmosphere  very 
damp.  In  these  districts  the  death  rate  is  very  low  compared 
with  populations  similarily  situated  in  the  same  locality. 

The  number  of  births  registered  during  the  year  was  492  with 
a  birth  rate  27*2  per  thousand  of  the  population.  In  1904  there 
were  507  with  a  birth  rate  of  29' 1.  The  mean  birth  rate  for  the 
10  years  1895  to  1904  was  28' 1.  It  will  be  seen  that  the  difference 
in  the  mean  birth  rate  28' 1  and  the  birth  rate  27* 2  for  1905  is  very 
considerable.  I  think  this  is  general  throughout  the  whole  country 
and  is  very  much  to  be  regretted  for  I  believe  it  is  a  distinct  evidence 
of  natural  procreation  being  interfered  with  rather  than  a  deterior¬ 
ation  of  species  being  the  cause.  As  there  are  fewer  children 
born,  and  I  fear  no  means  can  be  taken  by  public  authorities  to 
avoid  this,  it  behoves  the  parents,  the  authorities  and  the  country 
at  large  to  do  everything  possible  to  save  those  that  are  born. 
The  mother  should  feed  the  child  naturally  and  if  she  cannot  she 
should  get  the  best  substitute  for  the  mothers  milk,  the  authorities 
should  make  the  surroundings  of  the  infant  the  best  for  health  and 
give  every  information  as  to  the  best  methods  for  its  rearing  and 
the  country  should  enforce  every ’means  for  its  protection  from 
accidents  such  as  burning  and  punish  those  who  criminally  neglect 
their  young. 

The  district  is  steadily  increasing  especially  in  the  residential 
parts  as  Norton,  Eaglescliffe  and  Billingham.  The  number  of  new 
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houses  certified  was  128  (in  1904  160  new  houses  were  certified) 
Taking  5  per  house  of  residents  the  estimated  increase  of  the 
population  is  640,  which  added  to  the  estimated  population  of  the 
year  1904  giving  an  estimated  population  of  18,086. 

The  following  table  gives  how  the  new  houses  are  distributed 
over  the  district.

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The  houses  built  during  the  year  have  been  good  cottages 
and  better  middle  class  houses,  There  have  been  many  streets 
made  during  the  year  and  many  more  have  been  scheduled  in 
order  to  get  them  constructed.  The  streets  at  Eaglescliffe  have 
been  well  constructed  in  tar  macadam  which  is  silent,  tidv  and 
looks  well  but  1  fear  will  not  be  so  lasting  as  the  old  svstem  of 
paving  and  thev  will  be  a  charge  on  the  rates  for  repairs  very  much 
sooner  than  if  they  had  been  paved. 

The  sewers  have  acted  well  throughout  the  district  except  in 
a  few  instances  where  extensive  repairs  have  had  to  be  done. 
They  have  been  regularly  flushed  and  kept  clean. 

The  scavenging  has  been  well  done  by  the  Contractors  and 
given  every  satisfaction  except  at  Eaglescliffe  where  the  inhabitants 
desire  the  authoritiy  to  remove  other  materials  than  house  refuse. 

There  is  not  a  lodging  house  in  the  district. 

The  slaughter  houses,  da^ies  and  cowsheds  have  been  visited 
and  found  satisfactory. 

There  is  a  horse  slaughter  house  at  Two  Mile  Houses  about 
a  quarter  of  a  mile  away  from  any  house. 
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The  district  has  been  regularly  inspected  by  myself  and  the 
Inspector  and  where  nuisances  existed  or  repairs  were  necessary 
they  were  always  attended  to  either  by  the  owners  attention  being 
called  to  them  or  after  notices  were  served. 

Every  case  of  Infectious  Disease  that  is  notified  is  always 
visited  and  where  advisable  removed  to  the  Hospital  if  consent  can 
be  obtained.  The  patients  that  have  been  removed  and  treated 
at  the  Stockton  Infectious  Hospital  have  always  expressed  that  their 
treatment  there  was  satisfactory  as  a  result  of  this  the  confidence  of 
the  public  has  been  established  in  that  Institution  and  there  are 
few  cases  which  refuse  to  be  removed  if  accommodation  can  be 
obtained.  The  number  of  cases  of  Infectious  Disease  notified 
during  the  year  is  very  much  in  excess  of  last  year.  223  being 
notified  in  1905  while  there  were  only  174  in  1904.  41  being  from 

Diphtheria  and  160  from  Scarlet  Fever.  34  were  treated  in 
Hospital. 

The  estimated  population  is  18,086  being  an  increase  of  640 
on  the  1904  population  of  17,746. 

Smallpox. — I  am  pleased  that  no  cases  of  this  loathsome 
disease  occurred  within  your  district. 

Diphtheria. — 41  cases  of  this  disease  were  notified  causing 
8  deaths.  The  cases  were  distributed  all  over  the  district  and 
unconnected  with  any  bad  sanitation  in  the  surroundings  of  the 
dwellings  where  they  occurred.  Many  of  them  seem  to  spring  up 
sporadically  without  any  trace  of  communication.  The  disease 
seems  to  be  quite  different  in  its  incidence  to  any  outbreak  that  I  have 
ever  seen  previous  to  the  last  two  years.  Formerly  I  could 
generally  trace  the  outbreak  to  some  cause  either  in  the  house  or 
its  surrounding  but  for  the  last  two  years  it  seems  to  spring  up 
without  any  contagion,  infection,  or  unsanitary  conditions.  It  is 

very  difficult  to  account  for  the  outbreaks.  They  must  either  be 
due  to  some  condition  which  encourages  the  growth  of  the  germ 
which  is  not  understood  or  that  the  infection  must  be  air  borne. 
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The  disease  I  have  found  to  be  for  the  most  part  of  a  mild  type  and 
where  the  cases  are  injected  early  with  serum  it  cuts  the  course  of 
the  disease  short.  3  cases  of  Membranous  Croup  were  notified 
which  I  think  may  be  classed  as  Diphtheria. 

Measles. — This  is  not  a  notifiable  disease  so  I  cannot  form 
any  opinion  of  the  numbers  that  have  been  infected  but  2  deaths 
were  registered  There  was  an  outbreak  at  Cowpen  in  the  Spring 
and  also  one  at  Carlton  Ironworks.  The  disease  was  of  a  mild 
type  and  not  so  much  complicated  with  chest  diseases  as  the 
outbreaks  that  affected  the  district  in  1904. 

Scarlet  Fever. — 160  cases  of  this  disease  were  notified  and 
the  cases  were  distributed  all  over  the  district  and  during  the  whole 
of  the  year.  The  number  of  deaths  was  5  most  of  the  cases  were 
mild,  so  mild  that  they  were  never  diagnosed  until  a  futher  spread 
of  the  disease  necessitated  an  enquiry  and  then  the  patients  were 
found  to  be  peeling.  19  of  the  cases  were  treated  in  Hospital 

Whooping  Cough. — There  have  only  been  a  few  cases  of  this 
disease  during  the  year  and  these  occurred  during  the  summer  and 
were  uncomplicated  by  any  chest  trouble.  There  were  no  deaths. 

Enteric  Fever. — Only  7  cases  were  notified  during  the 
year  and  no  death.  The  freedom  of  the  district  from  this  disease 
I  attribute  to  the  greatly  improved  sanitary  condition  particularly 
in  drainage  and  scavenging. 

Puerperal  Fever. — Caused  one  death,  how  contracted  I 
could  not  trace. 

There  were  no  other  notifiable  diseases  notified  other  than 
those  described. 

Diarrhoea. — Caused  one  death  in  an  old  person  but 
Enteritis  caused  4  deaths.  There  was  very  little  summer  Diarrhoea 
either  in  the  young  or  old  which  was  remarkable  considering  that 
the  weather  was  very  warm. 
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Tubercular  Disease. — Caused  death  in  22  cases,  18  of 
which  were  from  Phthisis.  Cancer  or  other  Malignant  Disease 
caused  7  deaths. 


NORTON. 

Census  population  4532  Estimated  population  6242  Births 
160  Birth  rate  2 5 '6  Deaths  78  Death  rate  i2'4. 

This  village  keeps  steadily  increasing,  since  the  census  in  1901  it 
has  increased  1711.  The  class  of  houses  that  are  being  built  are 
mostly  good  middle  class  houses  or  good  workmens  cottages  with 
4  rooms.  The  death  rate  of  12 ’4  is  very  low  which  shows  that  the 
village  must  be  in  a  good  sanitary  condition.  11  cases  of 
Diphtheria  were  notified  in  the  village  causing  3  deaths,  while  of 
the  45  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  notified  there  were  no  deaths. 

The  main  sewer  gave  way  opposite  the  White  Swan  Hotel 
from  quick  sand  in  which  it  is  laid  having  been  washed  away 
leaving  a  huge  cavity  extending  some  feet  under  the  Tramway. 
This  required  the  relaying  of  a  considerable  length  of  the  sewer. 
The  sewer  was  opened  opposite  the  Grange  Brewery.  The  whole 
of  the  sewer  examined  was  found  to  be  in  a  very  bad  condition  and 
I  suspect  that  there  are  many  places  in  it  which  need  examination 
to  be  certain  that  it  is  doing  its  responsible  work  satisfactory  and  I 
urge  that  this  should  be  done. 

The  sewer  at  the  top  of  the  High  Street  is  too  small  to 
receive  the  water  from  its  tributaries  extending  along  to  the  old 
tannery,  Darlington  Lane,  and  up  to  the  Station  and  Durham  Road 
therefore  your  Authority  have  taken  steps  to  have  a  relief  sewer 
carried  across  the  Green  and  down  Mr.  Page’s  field  to  Billingham 
Lane  and  from  there  on  to  the  river.  This  work  will  drain  Station 
Road,  Darlington  Road,  the  upper  part  of  the  Green,  Beaconsfield 
Street,  Billingham  Lane  and  all  future  developments  down  Portrack 
Lane.  It  will  be  a  means  of  thoroughly  and  completely  draining 
those  areas  which  the  main  sewer  through  the  village  could  not  do. 
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Your  Authority  have  applied  for  powers  to  make  the  com¬ 
pleted  streets  and  1  hope  that  this  work  will  soon  be  carried  out  as 
some  of  them  need  it  badly. 

The  scavenging  has  been  done  by  contract  as  heretofore  and 
been  done  satisfactorily. 

The  main  street  has  been  lighted  with  incandescent  lamps 
which  is  a  great  improvement. 

BILLIJSGHAM. 

Census  population  365 1.  Estimated  population  4471.  Births 
139.  Birth  rate  30  1.  Deaths  78.  Death  rate  147. 

Some  new  cottages  have  been  built  in  the  old  village  and  a 
few  have  been  built  at  Haverton  Hill  but  the  increase  of  the 
population  is  not  so  rapid  as  in  the  past  owing  to  the  closing  of 
M  essrs.  Hemingway’s  works  and  to  the  salt  industry  not  employing 
so  manv  men  for  the  work  does  not  require  them 

The  sewers  have  acted  well  and  the  scavenging  both  in 
Billingham  Village  and  at  Haverton  Hill  has  been  well  done  by  the 
Contractors.  The  lighting  at  Haverton  Hill  is  done  by  oil  lamps 
as  no  other  means  is  available  but  in  the  old  village  gas  is  used. 
The  water  from  the  public  supply  has  been  plentiful  both  at 
Billingham  and  at  Haverton  Hill  subject  of  course  to  the  condition 
of  the  supply  previously  described. 

COWPEN  BEWLEY.

Census  population  1121.  Estimated  population  1121. 
Births  37.  Birth  rate  33.  Deaths  15.  Death  rate  147. 

There  has  been  no  building  of  residential  property  in  this 
township  but  enlarging  of  that  great  iron  industry  at  Port  Clarence 
steadily  goes  on. 
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'The  sewers  have  acted  well  at  Port  Clarence  and  the  scaveng- 
ing  has  been  well  done. 

The  village  of  Cowpen  has  been  healthy  except  for  a  slight 
outbreak  of  Measles  and  Scarlet  Fever.  The  sewer  here  has  been 
satisfactory  and  the  wells  have  been  a  sufficient  and  satisfactory 
water  supply. 


WOLVISTON. 

Census  population  607.  Estimated  population  6 577.  Births 
20.  Birth  rate  33*4.  Deaths  14.  Death  rate  21*3. 

The  population  has  increased  by  10  in  the  last  year  and 
there  are  a  few  more  new  houses  being  built.  The  scavenging 
has  been  well  done  by  the  Contractor.  There  were  3  cases  of 
Diphtheria  and  15  of  Scarlet  Fever  in  the  village  causing  1  death 
in  the  former  and  2  in  the  latter.  There  was  also  a  death  from 
Puerperal  Fever.  These  deaths  from  Infectious  Disease  have 
made  the  death  rate  on  such  a  small  population  unusually  large. 
The  sewers  have  acted  well  during  the  year  but  since  thev  have  all 
been  concentrated  in  one  outfall  sewer,  the  tanks  have  not  been 
sufficient  to  purify  the  sewage.  It  was  therefore  found  necessary 
to  construct  some  filtration  tanks,  and  I  hope  that  the  fouling  of 
the  stream  by  the  effluent,  will  be  better  than  it  was  The  water 
supply  from  the  Tees  Valiev  Water  Board  has  not  always  been 
plentiful. 


WHITTON. 

Census  population  1099.  Estimated  population  1099.  Births 
41.  Birth  rate  37  3.  Deaths  18.  Death  rate  16-3. 

There  has  been  no  increase  in  the  population  in  this  town¬ 
ship,  nor  have  there  been  any  new  houses  built.  The  scavenging 
has  been  done  by  the  Contractors  well,  and  the  sewers  have  acted 
well.  Complaints  were  received  by  the  Board  as  to  the  fouling  of 
the  beck  by  the  outfall  sewers.  To  remedy  this  your  Authority 


have  improved  the  tanks  and  have  taken  the  water  from  the  coke 
ovens  out  of  the  sewers,  so  that  I  hope  that  the  tanks  will  now 
efficiently  deal  with  the  decreased  quantity. 

There  have  been  several  outbreaks  of  infectious  diseases,  but 
never  have  the  epidemics  become  serious. 

The  water  supply  has  been  plentiful. 

EAGLESCLIFFE. 

Census  population  1240.  Estimated  population  1530.  Births 
26.  Birth  rate  16-9.  Deaths  19.  Death  rate  i2’4. 

This  township  has  had  24  new  houses  certified  during  the 
year.  The  houses  are  mostly  middle  class  houses,  but  some  were 
good  workmen’s  cottages. 

There  is  still  friction  about  the  scavenger  removing  other 
refuse  than  house  refuse,  especially  garden  refuse,  but  as  advised 
by  the  Clerk  the  duties  of  the  scavenger  cannot  be  extended,  so 
therefore  it  will  be  necessary  for  the  people  to  remove  refuse  other 
than  house  refuse  themselves  or  pay  either  the  Contractor  or 
others  to  do  it. 

The  sewers  have  acted  well. 

The  new  streets  have  been  made  with  tar  Macadam  and 
they  are  very  silent  and  cleanly,  but  I  fear  bv  the  appearance  that 
the  work  will  not  be  lasting. 

The  Public  School  for  the  Junction  end  of  the  towhship  has 
not  yet  been  commenced,  but  the  old  school  at  Eaglescliffe  has 
been  thoroughly  renovated  and  extended. 

The  water  supply  has  been  plentiful  and  the  lighting 
satisfactory. 
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AGRICULTURAL. 

Census  population  2586.  Estimated  population  2966.  Births 
69.  Birth  rate  23  2.  Deaths  40.  Death  rate  13*5. 

There  has  been  very  little  building  done  in  this  area  except 
a  few  houses  in  Preston  parish.  The  water  supply  from  the  'Pees 
Valley  Water  Board  has  been  plentiful  in  those  areas  supplied  by 
it  and  in  other  villages  supplied  by  pumps  the  supply  has  been 
good  and  plentiful. 

The  sewers  in  the  various  villages  have  acted  well  and  the 
tanks  have  been  cleansed.  One  outfall  from  the  Preston  sewer 
into  the  Tees  had  to  be  reconstructed  and  I  think  it  is  now  all  right. 

There  have  been  4  cases  of  Diphtheria  and  17  cases  of 
Scarlet  Fever  notified,  the  former  causing  2  deaths  and  the  latter  2. 
This  district  has  been  otherwise  healthy  and  the  death  rate  low. 

From  the  foregoing  report  you  will  see  the  character  of 
disease  that  has  prevailed  in  your  district,  and  I  have  laid  before 
you  any  changes  likely  to  affect  the  health  or  sanitary  conditions. 

I  must  congratulate  your  Authority  on  the  low  death  rate, 
and  I  think  that  the  healthy  condition  of  the  district  is  due  to  the 
keen  interest  taken  bv  the  members  in  everything  that  concerns 
the  health  and  comfort  of  the  population  committed  to  their 
charge.
